AN IMPOSING CEREMONY. 



-Iiulg-ps Bole and Harrison Sworn in 
as Local Supreme Court 
Judges, Yesterday. 



Justice McCreig-lit Administers 
Oath of Oflice to Two Well 
Known Men. 



Yesterday morning Hon. Mr. Justice 
McCreight received County Court Judges 
Ride and Harrison in his olliec in the Su- 
preme Court building, acting under instruc- 
tion from Ottawa, to swear them in us local 
Judges of the Supremo Court for West- 
minster and Nanaimo districts respectively. 

Before October, 1SS0, the power of swear- 
ing in oliicers under the Tedcral Govern- 
ment was vested in two Supreme Court 
Judges only— the Chief Justice, and Mr. 
.Justice Crease. But since that time the 
Commission has been extended to all 
judges of the Court, who can administer the 
oath of oflice to any newly appointed offi- 
cial of the Dominion Government. The two 
gentlemen upon whom the honor was con- 
ferred yesterday are both so well known 
that a sketch of their careers would be 
almost superfluous. Jioth have filled high 
offices already, and both are highly popular. 
Judge Harrison gave up his legal practice in 
this city some years ago to l>e n law clerk, 
and clerk of the Provincial House. He was 
then given the position of Deputy Registrar 
of Titles, and was in the Attorney-General's 
department for some lime. Then he re- 
ceived his appointment as county court 
judge for Cariboo district, immediately fol- 
lowed by the titles of stipendary magistrate 
mil J. P. for the province. His next step 
was the receipt of the honorable oflice of 
county court judge 'for Nanaimo. which post 
he has creditably tilled up to the present, 
time — now becoming, as belore stated, local 
judge of the supreme court for the same 
district. 

Judge Hole has also a long list of various 
positions creditably filled. " He is an ex- 
member of parliament for the province, 
representing the city of New Westminster, 
and a police magistrate and .J. P. for the 
province. He was city solicitor for New 
Westminster for some time, and since he 
resigned his seat in the Local House has 
been county court judge for his district. 

The oaths administered at yesterday's 
ceremony were three in number in addition 
to tho ordinary signed declarations. They 
were tho oath of allegiance, the oath of 
oliice nnd the special oath as local judge.

VleUliag Talked of at Washington— "Patriot- 
Ism Nut Polities'' tlm Motto-

London, Jan. IS.— The committee of tho 
Liberal and Radical Union, forming, per- 
haps tho strongest single political body ui 
London, met to-night, and, after a lively 
debate, definitely decided not to support 
the Socialist federation plan— plans for a 
monster demonstration at Worldj Jind, 
Chelsea, on Sunday, January .'fist, in 
denanco of the police. The committee 
adopted resolutions reciting first that they 
were willing to donate a suitable sum to 
test in the highest courts the right of 
public meeting in streets, squares of the 
metropolis; second, that they would organ- 
ize a deputation composed of members of 
all the bodies interested, to wait upon Home 
Secretary Matthews, and urge the right of 
opec air meeting upon him, with a view, 
incidentally, of making reasonable arrange- 
ments consistent with adherence to that 
right, for the preservation of order on such 
occasions, by a temporary truce, pending 
the expected transfer of tho police to the 
County Council, an elective body, and thirdly, 
earnestly deprecating the projected meeting 
of the 31 st as involvingsorious public danger. 
This action will have the result of causing a 
complete breach between the Liberals and 
Socialists,, iuid there will ho a Socialist can- 
didate put forward in the elections in every 
district where the Liberal majority is 
narrow. The out and out Socialists me fur- 
ious at the action of the committee. They 
assert that it is a pieco of treachery, and 
that the object is to relieve the next Home 
Secretary when the Liberals shall come into 
power, of an embarrassing task by helping 
Mr. Matthews out of a present difficulty and 
establishing a precedent.

Against Sunday Funerals. 

New York, Jan. 17.— A special to the 
Times from St. Louis, Mo., says: The St. 
Louis Protestant clergy have taken a de- 
cided stand against Sunday funerals. Dr. 
Brookes, of the Washington Avenue Pres- 
byterian church, has given notice to his con- 
gregation that he will no longer ofiiciate at 
funerals on Sunday. Ho stated that the 
custom of Sunday funerals is growing 
through the selfishness of people who do not 
care to take a day out of business to attend, 
and that in cases where burials cannot take 
place on Saturday, the embalmers caii en- 
able u postponement until Monday. Ths 
Rev. Dr. Stimson, of the Pilgrim Congrega- 
tional Church, concurred in this view, us do 
all the members of the Ministers' Associa- 
tion. Concerted action is to be taken. 



THE WAR FEVER. 



IHUrr Feeling of Antagonism Between tho 
United States and Chill Intensifying. 

New Yokk, Jan. 19. —Tho Recorder's 
Washington special says: "A long despatch 
was received, this afternoon, at tho Navy 
Department, from Commander ICvans, and 
the code decipherers wero hard at work on 
it till long after the close of the Department- 
The despatch was a hundred words in cipher, 
which would make at least 300 words when 
translated. Capt. Evans bus reported to- 
the department that four of the bc3t cruis- 
ers in the Chilian navy will leave Val- 
paraiso, January 20, for tho Struits of Ma- 
gellan, with a tri-torpedo boat besides. 
From another officer comes the additional, 
information that the captain of one of the 
English ships of war in those waters said 
that the Chilian commander informed him 
that the fleet was going " on a special mis- 
sion ; you may be astonished before long," 
he said. This news is interpreted to mean 
that Admiral Walker's fleet may lie halted 
there and directed to turn back or risk a. 
light. This is the most serious 
indication of Chili's hostile inten- 
tion that the department has received. 
Naval oliicers say it can only mean one; 
thing, which is, that Chili intends opening 
the ball herself. The vessels to go are said 
to be the Esmeralda, tho Almiranto Coch- 
rane, tho Pinto, a new unarmored cruiser,, 
whose sailing rate is 10 knots, and tho Con- 
dell, the famous fast torpedo boat that blew 
up thu Blanco Encalado. Admiral Walker, 
in bis flagship the Chicago, arrived at 
Montevideo January 11. He was to-day 
informed of what might await him, and 
warned to make ready for it. Tor the iiist 
time there is real alarm here at the 
threatened danger to Admiral Walker. His 
squadron is not equipped with torpedoes 
and the Chicago might be blown up in spite 
of the utmost vigilance. It would be n 
daring and plucky attempt, but so was the 
successful attempt on the Blanco Encalado. 
Captain Evans also informs the depart- 
ment that he is taking extreme ■ 
precautions on account of what he 
has been told, for the safety of the York- 
town. He docs not intend to be blown out 
of the water if he can help it. Senor 
Montt to-night sent to the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs a disputchof several hundred 
words advising him of the determination of 
the United States, and the warlike feeling 
which pervades every department of the. 
Government and Congress, and strongly- 
urging him to make some definite advances 
which might servo to allay tho 
bitter feeling at Washington. The 
Minister has only now realized tho full 
extent of tho war feeling at Washington, 
and forcibly tells Perreira that tho fullness 
of our preparations is a matter of surprise 
to him.

In addition, one 
of her cylinder rods broke, and on Sunday 
nighs, during the height of the gale which 
then swept over tho south coast of England, 
the Werkendam for a time was almost at 
the mercy of the waves, rolling terribly In 
the trough of the sea.

Annual Meeting 1 of B. C Benevolent 
Society— The Gootl Work 
it is Doing 1 . 



Receipts and Expenditure for the 
Bast Year— 294) Cases of 
Distress Relieved. 



The annual meeting of the 1!. C. lienoYo- 
lont Society was held yesterday afternoon at 
tho office of Messrs. Crane, McGregor k 
Boggs. The president, Mr. T. J. Burnes, 
occupied the chair, and the others present 
were Messrs. ,T. Wilson, D. Ross, H. Man- 
sell, R. Hall, H. Short, Li. Boggs, T. Fell, 
J. N. Henderson, M. W. Waitt, S. O'Brien, 
James Cunningham, and YV. H. Mason, 
secretary-treasurer. The good work of the 
society is every year (raining for it a more 
liberal support und a larger share of public 
sympathy. Its operations are carried on 
unostentatiously, and in dispensing charity 
it knows neither creed, class, nationality, 
nor color. During the past twelve months 
291 itties have been dealt will, in- 
cluding temporary relief where required, 
and free railroad and steamboat tickets to 
distressed persons desirous of returning to 
their homes in other countries. 

The minutes of last annual meeting having 
been read and confirmed, the chairman 
handed in tho follow ing report : 

Ladies and Gentlemen : It is with feelings 
of great pleasure and satisfaction that I 
once more have the opportunity of placing 
the annual report of the society before you, 
viz., for the year ending December Mist, 
1891. 

On the 0th of this month the 1!. O. Bene- 
volent Society completed the twentieth 
year of its existence, and it must he a 
great source of gratification to you, as it is 
to me, to notice the continued popularity of 
the society and tho extensive good it has 
been able to do in relieving the wants of the 
sick, the needy and unfortunate. 

Through the kindness of a number of 
charitable ladies of Victoria, two entertain- 
ments have been given for the benefit of 
the society during the last year, adding to 
the funds the handsome aggregate sum of 
$878. No words of mine would be sufficient 
to express our thankful appreciation to 
those ladies, one and all, for their 
valuable and influential exertions in 
thus so materially strengthening tho 
power of the society to prac- 
tically carry out its benevolent pur- 
poses; and the more so do we value this aid, 
inasmuch as it is now more difficult to 
canvass ordinary subscriptions, owing to 
tho very numerous calls that have been 
made on till classes of the community during 
the past year for the numerous charitable 
and religious institutions that exist in this 
city. Notwithstanding this, the society 
has been able to give its prompt help to 294 
cases of need and distress, w hich has in- 
cluded all the necessaries of life -food, 
clothing, warm bedding, furniture, 
medicine, assisted passages to various parts 
•of the world, to persons overtaken by sick- 
ness or misfortune, wishing to reach their 
friends and homes, etc. The total sum ex- 
pended for these purposes has been 
81,278,05. 

The subscriptions and donations amounted 
'to §949.50, anil the expenses amounted to 
.$;122, which, with the §1,011158 left over 
from last year, as you will see by the 
treasurer's statement, leaves a balance of 
?1,8S7.0G to begin the new yeur with. 

Having given you the foregoing brief 
account of the society's work for the 
past year, I have now to bring to your 
notice the yery kind offer of a well-known 
charitable lady, many years resident 
in this city, (whose name I purposely 
do not mention publicly inasmuch 
as 1 believe she would so wish it 
to be) to place at the disposal of the society, 
when not otherwise in use, v. freo cot in the 
Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospital. I need 
not say how thankful we are for this priv- 
ilege and how much it will aid the society 
in extending its usefulness. 

1 have to thank tho gentlemen of tho re- 
lief committee and the secretary-treasurer, 
for their cordial assistance in the working 
of the society's aims and business, and to 
all those ladies and gentlemen who have, in 
any shape or form, worked or contributed 
for or to the funds or objects of the society, 
and to the various railways and steamboats 
companies, their officers and employes, for 
their kindness and courtesy in assisting the 
society to forward destitute persons to their 
friends and homes. 

In conclusion, ladies and gentlemen, I am 
proud and happy to state that the 15. ('. 
Benevolent Society still continues inviolate 
in its principles of being entirely nn biased 
by any creed, nationality, color or politics, 
its ruiing object being to relieve distress in 
any form, promptly and without delay. 
My earnest wish is, may it ever so remain 
and prosper.

"JACK, THE SLASHER." 

Arrest of a Crank Whose Special MIbbIoii It 
was to Murder (ioniums. 

Nkw York, Jan. 18. — " Jack, the 
Slasher," that mysterious individual, who, 
since December 29 last, has amused bim- 
solf by cutting the throats of drunken men 
with a razor, and wdio has been the terror 
of night travelers in the Fourth ward, was 
captured at an early hour, yesterday morn- 
ing, red-handed. He inveigled his victim, 
a drunken man, to an unfrequented street, 
and then, catching him around the neck 
with one hand, with the other ho drew a 
razor across his throat. He then slunk 
awny, but an officer, who had been watch- 
ing him for some time and who had been 
unable to come up in time to save the 
drunken man from injury, gave pursuit and, 
with the aid of other officers, soon captured 
the slasher. Inspector Byrnes has no doubt 
that he has the right man, at whose door 
also is laid tho death of John Carson, the 
Baltimore ex-lawyer, and the dangerous 
wounding of six other men. 

The prisoner's name is Henry G. Dowd. 
He is well connected, so far as his family is 
concerned, but his habits have long made 
him a social outcast, and for two years at 
least he has had no other homo than the 
cheap lodging houses on the Bowery. lie is 
about 43 years old and is believed to be in- 
s>ne. Dowd's seventh victim is William 
Miller, 15 years old, of West Third street, 
who was walking along James street in a 
drunken condition. His throat was badly 
cut, and he was taken to the hospital. 

All his crimes happening in the same lo- 
cality, with the victims all being cut in the 
same manner, led the police to believe that 
one man, evidently insane, was the author, 
and they accordingly took extra precautions. 
Two score of detectives were placed about 
the district, with orders to keep a strict 
watch and to follow any and all suspicious 
persons. Shortly after 2 o'clock, this inorn- 
in.', one of these officers, Detective Muster- 
son, was standing on the corner of Now 
Chambers and Roosevelt streets, when he 
saw a atrango man approach him from the 
opposite side of the street, The stranger 
1 a handkerchief tied around his betid, 
which partially concealed his features. The 
man came close to the officer, peered into 
the hitter's face, evidently to ascertain if he 
was drunk, and then walked away. The 
officer followed at a respectful distance. 

The man haunted all the lonely thorough- 
fares, and when a belated traveller ap- 
proached scanned him closely. In tho last 
ease the stranger led the inebriated man 
through tho streets, and finally into James 
street, which appeared to be deserted. In 
front of this street the pair stopped, and the 
officer darted into a doorway. He win not 
a moment too soon, for tho stranger gave 
furtive glances up and down the street, and 
then, thinking he was alone with bis vic- 
tim, put one arm around the man's neck, 
and with the other drew a razor across bis 
throat. The victim dropped to the side- 
walk without a struggle, while the assail- 
ant darted away. The officer by this time 
was in close pursuit and a lively chase fol- 
lowed. Other officers were signaled to, 
with the result that, at the corner of James 
and Xew Market streets, they caught their 
man. The man struggled some, but an offi- 
cer's stick put an end to his resistance. 

When caught the prisoner had one hand 
in his overcoat pocket, and in his hand he 
held a razor covered with blood. Ho was 
taken to the Oak street police station, 
while in the meantime an ambulance had 
been called and tho wounded man 
transferred to the hospital. He bad 
an ugly wound in his throat, und 
was in a semi conscious condition, but he 
managed to give his name and address. 
At the station house the prisoner told 
very little. He at first admitted the cut- 
ting, which he said he did in self-defence, 
but afterward he said he knew nothing of 
the alfiiir, and that he did not do the cut- 
ting. He was then locked np for the night. 

After his preliminary examination in the 
police court this morning, Dowd (the name 
given by the slasher) was taken to Bellevue 
hospital, where Chirk, who was cut January 
9, was being treated for the injuries inflicted 
by the slasher. Clark positively identified 
Dowd as the man who assaulted him. The 
prisoner was then conveyed to police head- 
quarters, where he made a confession of bis 
crimes, or some of them. He said that the 
impulse to kill, under some circumstances, 
was uncontrollable. He said he wanted to 
kill all the Dutchmen, for whom he was 
seeking all the time. The reason for this 
was that a German had once criminally 
assaulted his mother at her homo in Brook- 
lyn. The face of the German still haunted 
him, und when ho saw a man who looked 
liko tho man he tried to kill him. Why did 
you kill Carson? He was not a German," 
the inspector said. "I could not help it,'' 
was the reply. Then, seeing his error, he 
quickly corrected himself, saying: " I did 
not kill him." 

His room was searched and blood-stained 
clothing was found therein. The prisoner's 
shirt was also covered with blood-stains. 
The stains were not new and could not have 
come from the wounds of the victim of this 
morning. The razor, however, is the strong- 
est link connecting him with the murder of 
ex lawyer Carson of Baltimore, who was 
found dead on Christie street Friday morn- 
ing with his throat cut. As no weapon was 
found near the body, tho police presumed 
that it was a case of murder. At the autopsy 
on Carson's body the physicians found that 
tho wounds hud been made with a knife or 
razor, the udgcof which was slightly jagged. 
The weapon found on the prisoner to day 
has a jagged edge, and the physicians who 
examined Carson's body, when shown 
Dowd's razor said the wounds of Carson had 
been nuide with a weapon liko the one before 
them. 

Henry G. Dowd, the slasher, is an Kng- 
lishman by birth, and ia one of the children 
of Patrick M. Dowd, civil engineer, who 
was engaged in laying out Central park. He 
is well connected on his mother's side. All 
who know the prisoner say they alwavs con- 
sidered him insane, and it is said that ho 
was onco confined in an asylum from which 
be escaped.

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A TRIBUTE TO THE DEAD. 



Denomination Forgotten in a General 
Sense of the l'nblie 
Loss 



Sustained by the Death of a Prince 
of the People and a Prince 
of the Church. 



In every church of tho city on Sunday 
some [illusion was made to thu deaths of 
Princo Albert Victor and Cardinal Manning, 
and in tho Reformed Episcopal and Roman 
Catholic churches tho whole sermon wus de- 
voted to tho subject. In tho former, Rev. 
Bishop Cridgo spoke at length, and 
contrasted tho lives of the two men 
whose deaths the British nation sincerely 
mourned. Ho described the one dying in 
the midst of all domestic comforts, and the 
other, at tho end of his life, breathing his 
last, having rigidly shut himself out from 
all such consolation. He spoke in a kindly 
manner of the dead Cardinal, saying that hi 
doubted not but thut the aged and honorei 
prelate wus, whatever his pronounced crood 
a member of God's own congregation, scat- 
tered among all churches and all people. 

The Right Rev. Bishop Leminens spoke 
to a crowded congregation on .Sunday, when 
ho devoted himself exclusively to the sub 
ject. He said that there was a strange 
contrast between the two deaths — one that 
of a young prince, surrounded by all human 
comforts, with a life before him full of 
worldly honors and greatness, with tl 
greatest human prize in view that ma 
could be given; the other going to his last 
home in a ripe old age, in the midst of good 
deeds, with the brightest prospects of an 
eternal reward. They could not, all but feel 
sorry and grieved for the young prince, and 
pity his fate. Nor could they withhold 
their sincerest sympathy from the bereaved 
parents and relatives whom his untimely 
death had plunged into the deepest grief. 
As a loss to the nation, perhaps, his death 
did not seem of much consequence; 
but, in view of tho socialistic and 
republican tendencies of the age, 
the future might yet prove that 
it was, in reality, a national calamity. In 
regard to the Cardinal, their sorrow was of 
a different kind. They were not sorry on 
his account. The loss was the loss of tho 
people. It was a loss to the whole Catholic 
Church, especially of the English-speaking 
world. Their consolation, however, was 
thot his work would not die with him. His 
■work was in great part destined to bo im- 
mortal. 

Tho influence of his labors would be felt 
for all timo to come. Until the end of tho 
world, his noble life would be an influence 
for good. It wus truly wonderful hew 
much the dead Cardinal had accomplished 
for the social and moral welfare of the 
people, and for the spread and honor 
of the Catholic precepts and religious 
truth among the English-speaking 
nations. A glance at tho religious history 
of England for the last fifty years revealed 
a wonderful reaction, which was clearly 
traceable to the influence of Cardinals Man- 
ning and Newman — the mature intellects, 
the nble scholars and the ripe minds, of 
which England had been, and was, justly 
proud. What hud induced these princes 
among men to humble themselves before 
Rome, and ask for admission into 
her fold? They had both sifted the evidences 
of Christianity with all the thoroughness, 
perseverance, and courage due to that most 
import int subject that men could deal with. 
They did not shrink from making a manly 
acknowledgment of their error, when the 
suspicion of being wrong had ripened into a 
sincere conviction. Bent on embracing the 
truth in its fulness, they accepted it where 
alone it could be found. However, what 
had landed them safely in the Catholic 
Church was not only the greater amount of 
ability they could apply to the task of 
searching for the truth and finding it. It 
was more the great earnestness of their pur- 
pose, their unswerving uprightness, their 
wonderful moral courage, and their humil- 
ity. If this were not so, those of humbler 
attainments would feel discouraged in tho 
search after truth. The difficulty was not 
in finding the truth, but in embracing it 
when found. 

There would hardly be a newspapor or a 
public orator, on the present, occasion, hut 
would express some opinion about the Car- 
dinal and his work, and thero were very 
few, if any, but would give him a full 
measure of praise. They would all 
speak in terms of approbation of his life 
and labors. If any injustice was done to 
memory of the illustrious dead, it would bo 
in assigning to his actions, motives differ- 
ing to those that really actuatetl him. 
What very many would most admire in his 
character was that, notwithstanding the 
high dignity of tho Cardinal Archbishop, 
the main character of his daily life was that 
of a humble priest going into the slums of 
London among the poor, up to within a few 
days of his death. To show what motives 
actuuted his conduct in actions such as 
these, the speaker read from one of the 
Cardinal's works, "Eternul Priesthood," 
a beautiful chapter on tho life of a priest, 
and his rewards. There was no one who 
would not be benefitted by the life of the 
dead man, and he would assort that the 
influence for good ho left behind him would 
become greater th in it was when he was 
alive. Though dead, he would speak for- 
ever. The least they could do would be to 
remember him in their prayers, antl thank 
God that He had given them such a bright 
example, such a noblo man, and suoh an 
honor to the Catholic church.

coastwiFo, much by river and lake steamers, 
and a very considerable quantity' by canal. 
The Canadian Pacific Railway and the 
Grand Trunk do a good deal of work for 
tho United States which does not appeur 
to bo included in these figures. Tho roporb, 
indeed, soys expressly that tho Canadian 
Pacific is not included, but it is silent with 
regard to the tirand Trunk. 

The earnings of tho American railroads, 
like everything else connected with them, 
aro immense. The gross earnings of the 
156,404 miles of road represented, was, last 
year, §1,057,877|632. Tho operating ex- 
penses were §602,093,071. This gives an 
income from operation of §359,783,661, and 
the roads had an income from other sources 
of §126,767,064, making the total income 
§486,550,725. But the whole of this im- 
mense sum was not uvailablo for dividends; 
deductions for one purpose and another 
had to he mado of §384,792,138 before a 
single cent could be paid as dividends. The 
not income was §101,758,587) but a small 
deduction had to be mado from even this 
sum before dividends could he declared. 
So the total dividends wero §S9.688,204. 
On this part of the subject the report says : 
" Tho significant figure of an income ac- 
count, so far as the owners of property are 
concerned, is the final net earnings avail- 
able for dividends. For the year 1 SOD the 
final net earnings amounted to $101, 758, 587, 
which is the equivalent of §051 per mile of 
line operated. Compared with the year 
1889 this shows a decrcare of §10 per mile 
of line.

AMERICAN RAIL WA VS. 

The statistics of railways in the United 
States, advance sheets of which have been 
kindly forwarded to us, contain a large 
amount of information, much of which is 
truly wonderful. The number of miles of 
railway in operation, single track, second 
track, third truck and fourth truck, was, in 
June, 1S90, 100,101 miles. The estimated 
length of yard track, sidings and spurs in 
fclic country is 35,255 miles. The total 
railway mileage of all tracks in the country 
was, last year, 20S.U12 miles. The single 
tracks form by far the greater purl of the 
railway mileage of the States; they amount 
ed to 150,-104 miles ; second track, 8,437 
third track, TOO, and fourth track, 561.81 
The number of men employed to work this 
great length of railway would make an im 
onense army, it is 736,201. The number of 
trackmen alone i3 157,0,'!0. Shop men come 
neict. They amount to 80,783. Station 
agents and other station men tiro over 90,- 
G00. The engine men are 33,354. There are 
on the American railroads :J7,9. - ifi carpenters 
and 27,001 machinists. There are 23.573 
•conductors, and 34,634 firemen. The 
offico clerks number 22,2.3!), and the 
telegraph operators and dispatchers 
18,908. The general otlicers employing 
this boat of railway men are set down at 
5,100. There were laat year employed on 

■every one hundred miles of railroad 479 

.men. 

The cost of these roads figures up to a 
sum which is simply unimaginable. Here is 
a paragraph from the statistics on the sub- 
ject : 

"The railway property of the United 
States above described is represented by 
railway capital to the amount of §9,437,- 
353 .372, being §60,340 per mile of jine. This 
figure covers 156,404.06 miles of line. As- 
suming that the mileage for which no satis- 
factory reports pertaining to capitalization 
have been received in this ollice is capital- 
ized at the same rate, an assumption which 
is, perhaps, a little extreme, it appears that 
the total capitalization of railways in this 
country would he §9, 871, 378,389, or nearly 
ten billions of dollars." 

It can he readily understood that the men 
who have the administration of the roads 
worth this stupendous amount of money, in 
which so many and such great hit crests are 
involved, must wield a tremendous influence 
not only in the United States hut in other 
parts of the world, To call them railway 
kings is hardly a misnomer, for very few 
kings possess and exercise so much power as 
some of these railway magnates, 

Our reuders, no doubt, would like to know 
what these roads do. Well they, in the firtt 
place carried, in the year ending June 1890, 
no fewer than 492,430,865 passengers, more 
than eight times the population of the whole 
country. The aggregate number of miles 
travelled by these passengers was 11,847, 
785,017. This shows tin average of 24.06 
miles for euch passenger. The passenger 
train mileage, For the same period, was 285,- 
575,804 utiles, showing the average number 
of passengers in a train to ho 41. This 
proves, what every one wus pretty certain 
of before, that the Americans, as a people, 
ure great travellers in their own country. 
This ia what the book before us suya about 
the quantity of freight curried by the Am- 
erican railways : — 

The number of tons of freight carried by 
the railways of the United .States, during 
the year covered by the report, was 636,- 
.541,017; the number of tons carried one 
mile waB 70,207,047,298. This shows the 
average curry per ton to have been 119.72 
miles. Freight train mileage, during the 
period, was 135,170,812, showing the 
average number of tons per train to have 
been 175.12. 

Those who are interested in tho subject, 
a.nd every intelligent man is, to a greater or 
less extent, will be ablo to form from these 
{inures something like an adequate idea of 
tho vast proportions of tho internal trallic 
of tho United States. And it must be re- 
membered that these figures do not show all 
the work of tho common carrier in that 
country. Much freight is conveyed by vessels 



year is hut §12,070,383 as against §19 
278,538 in 1889, or a decreuso of §49 pet- 
mile of Hue. This decrease ia due to the 
fact that t he amount of dividends paid in 
1.S90 was 689,088,201, as against §82, 1 10, 1 98 
in 1889." 

There arc many in these days who say 
that it is not safe to leave tho administra- 
tion of railways, ill which interests most 
important to the public ure involved, in the 
hands of private individuals. The nation- 
alization of railroads is one of tho great 
questions which must bo dealt with in the 
not distant future. Works such as the 
report before us, will help thinking and in- 
quiring men to come to intelligent con- 
clusions with regard to this very important 
subject. 



THE OllO AN, ILLOGICAL. 

It is surprising to see the wretched rub- 
bish which the writers of the Opposition 
try to pass off on the public, ns argument 
worthy the consideration of sensible men. 
They must place a very low estimate on the 
intelligence and the discernment of their 
reuders, when they think they can be im- 
posed upon by the articles which aro really 
nothing more than illogical and dishonest 
appeals to party prejudice and personal dis- 
like. Here is an eximplo of ono of the 
organs of the Opposition's ad raptaiulam 
appeals : 

"Perhaps nothing will furnish a better 
commentary on the un workableness of the 
present SchoolAotaud its failure to meet the 
educational requirements of Victoria, than the 
wranglings, winch have been u chief feature 
in the deliberations of our hybrid Board of 
Trustees, ever since it was constituted, and 
which have been nothing less than a public 
scandal." 

It will, perhaps, be remembered that the 
circumstance which caused the Times to 
m ike this oracular utterance, was a dis- 
pute at a meeting of the Truitees about a 
matter - of business, which had really 
no connection with the educational 
requirements of Victoria. There is 
no law that was ever enacted which can 
make men courteous, good-tempered, reason- 
able, truthful and fair in their business 
transactions. Parliament, with all its 
boasted power, cannot make men do busi- 
ness in a husiue3s-like way. If they choose 
to be discourteous and obstinate and un- 
civil tho law is powerless to reform them. 
It may punish a man for being disorderly 
and for committing a breach jf the peace, 
but it cannot compel him to respect author- 
ity or to keep his temper. Such scenes as 
have brought discredit on the City School- 
Board could have taken place under tho 
very best school law that wus ever enacted. 
Under all laws matters of business are to be 
discussed, and under all laws there will be 
differences of opinion among the men who 
are elected or appointed to carry them into 
effect. If these men do not possess the 
qualities which are necessary for the suc- 
cessful transaction of business — if they can- 
not discuss subjects with coolness and good- 
temper, if they are not courteous and forbear- 
ing, if they are not amenable to law fully con- 
stituted authority, the law must not he 
blamed. In fact, no one that has a 
particle of common sease would think of 
blaming the law for the personal failings 
and weaknesses of the men whose duty it is 
to administer it. Who would find fault 
with the law against theft, for instance, 
because the judge in administering it flew 
into a paspion and used language unbecom- 
ing a man in his position? Is there anyone 
so stupid as to contend that the law to 
maintain quiet and petico in tho city is bad 
because a policeman now and then in making 
an arrest ill-uses a man who may have com- 
mitted no ofTenej against tho law ? liut it 
would be just us sensible to condemn the 
law in these c ises as in that of the trustees, 
who cannot do business without wrang- 
ling. The fault in all tho cases is not in 
the law, but in the men who administer 
the law. This is so plain that one would 
suppose that a child could not make a mis- 
take about it. Vet the Times contrives to 
blunder in a matter in which a blunder is 
an indication of fatuity or a blind unreason- 
ing malice. Our contemporary should put 
itself under restraint when it deals with tiny 
mutter relating to the public schools, for if 
it does not people will begin to imagine that 
it lias become a monomaniac on that sub- 
ject.

REORGA NIZA TION. 

It is quito evident, from tho tone of their 
orgaiiB, that tho active members of the Op- 
position are not at ull pleased with their 
prospects. Thoro aro so many indications 
that Mr. Abbott's Government enjoys tho 
confidenco of the Conservative Purty, and 
that it is not regarded with feelings of hos- 
tility by the old and loyal Liberals, that 
thoy tiro losing heart. The most that they 
now attempts weak and carping criticism 
of the Government's acts and foolish pre- 
dictions as to its future course. Tho quiet 
but determined way in which the Adminis- 
tration is carrying out its policy is evidently 
most tantalizing to its enemies, while it 
maintains and increases tho confidence of 
its friends and well wishers. Mr. Abbott 
and his colleagues do nothing rashly. They 
act deliberately and with prudence, and 
forethought. "Hasten slowly" is evidently 
their motto. Tho work of reorganization 
is going on, but not with imprudent or 
unseemly haste. Every change thut is 
made is well considered, and the probabili- 
ties aro that it will prove acceptable to tho 
country. Mr. Ouimet, who is un untried 
man, but who is active, able and intelli- 
gent, and whose integrity has never been 
impugned, has been appointed Minister of 
Public Works in place of Sir Hector Lan- 
gevin, who resigned. The fighting Liber- 
als will, of course, prejudge him, and, the 
wisli being father to the thought, predict 
that lie will 1"' unsuccessful. Mr. Huggart, 
against whom the Grits have a special 
antipathy, has been transferred to the ])e 
partment of Public Works. They, of 
course, sneer at him, and find fault with 
the Government for placing him in such an 
important position; but Mr. Haggart has 
made a very good Postmaster-General, and 
there is no reason to suppose that be will 
not make a good Minister of Railways. The 
people of Canada are not, like his blatant 
opponents, ready to condemn him before- 
hand. They will wait to see how be per- 
forms the duties of his new post before they 
critieisj him favorably or adversely. On- 
tario Conservatives, and every man from 
the other provinces who knows him, will 
be pleased to see Mr. J. t". Patterson taken 
into the Cabinet. He is deservedly ti most 
popular man. He possesses far more than 
average ability, and his manner and his dis- 
position are such, that he will bo 
sure to innko friends for the Gov- 
ernment of which he is a member. If all 
Mr. Abbott's appointments to the Cabinet 
are like the two he has made, he will, when 
the reorganization is completed, have both 
a strong and a popular Administration. 

The Opposition papers, we observe, mani- 
fest great impatience with respect to Sir 
Adolphe Caron, Mr. Dewdney and Mr. Cur- 
ling. Let them possess their souls in pa- 
tience. It i3 not likely that the premier 
will bo guided by their advice, or influenced 
by their criticism. If the welfare of the Do- 
minion requires further changes in the Cab- 
inet those changes will be made in good 
time. What has been done warrants the 
people in concluding that, in making other 
changes, the Premier will act wisely, and 
for tho good of the whole country. He is, 
however, bound to take his own time, and 
in that he is right. There is really no 
hurry.

A TOUGH FIGHT. 

Revolver Shots Fired at Three Offlcers of tie 
1'ollce Force. 

Shortly before midnight, last night, Con- 
stable Hildreth, who is feared and hated by 
the Indian roughs who live about Stron- 
ach's cabins, entered that locality to arrest 
Albert, a Songish Indian, for having been 
drunk and disorderly on the streets a short 
time before. The alley he went into was 
very narrow and dark, but, knowing bis 
way, he went on until lie reached the room 
of the man lie wanted. As he got there he 
Was knocked on the bead with a stone, and 
thrown violently on bis bands anil knees. 
Before ho coul'd recover himself, Albert 
nnd two other Indians, Peter Johnson and 
Lilly; were on him, doing their best to 
throttle him, With great difficulty he re- 
gained his feet and managed to blow his 
whistle. He was heard, luckily for him, 
by Sergeant Haw ton and Ollicer Redgrave, 
who at once ran to the rescue and found 
him holding oil' Ids opponents with great 
difficulty. Immediately on seeing that aid 
bad arrived, Billy, a notorious character, 
and evidently the leader of the attack, de- 
liberately pulled a revolver from his pocket 
and tired three shots point blank ut the of- 
licers. One bullet went between Ollicer 
Redgrave's legs, ripping his waterproof in 
two, and the others lodged in the wall very 
near the head of Ollicer Hildreth. A tierce 
fight then ensued between the two parties. 
One of the Indians, who had seized a 
police baton, fought for some time 
like a wild , beast, but finally they 
were all with great difficulty hand- 
cuffed. It was then ascertained that the 
man who had attempted to murder the 
officers was bleeding badly from a severe 
cut on the head. Ho was taken to Dr. 
Milne, who attended to him und sent him 
to the police cells with his companions. 

The three will be brought up in the police 
court this morning, to answer to a serious 
charge. This business is looked upon us a 
culmination of the rowdyism that has been 
existing among the cabin Indians for some 
time, and which needs to be put down with 
a firm hand, if nothing worse is to result.

Bemains Hot to be Borne 
Tlironofh the Streets of 
Loudon. 



References in the London Churches to 
the Deceased and His Be- 
rieved Family. 



London, Jan. 17.— General disappoint- 
ment wna expressed when it became known 
that tho body of the Duke of Claranco 
would not bo brought to London, but 
would bo conveyed direct from Sandring- 
ham to St. George's chapel, Windsor. This 
is said to have beon decided at the instance 
of the Princess of Wales, who wus opposed 
to having her son's funeral made an oc- 
casion of public parade through tho streets 
of London. It is ulso intimated that per- 
son's near to royalty feared that socialists or 
others of extremely radical sentiments, 
might attempt a den onstration that would 
shock the already overstrained feelings of 
the Royal family. It is said that the police 
have been apprehensive of this, and in case 
of a London general display, the utmost 
precautious Would have been taken. 

Anxiety was again aroused to-day as to 
the Queen's health by the news that she 
would not go to Wiudsor on the occasion of 
of the interment. Tho reason assigned is 
that the royal physicians consider the 
weather too inclement for her to face the 
exposure oi the journey and the ceremony 
in her present frame of mind. While the 
Queen is oflicially declared to be well, it is 
known that her physicians are in daily at- 
tendance, and are constantly consulted by 
those who surround her as to what she 
should do. 

In most of tho churches and chapels to- 
day, reference was made as to tile death of 
tho Duke. Cannon Farrar preached in 
Westminster Abbey to a multitude that 
thronged every foot of space. Ho touch- 
ingly alluded to tho loss the Royal Family 
had Buffered, and to tho sympathy which 
went out from nil grades and classes of 
people to tho Prince and Princess of WaleB, 
to the betrothed, deprived by death of the 
princely youth, who had sought her hand in 
marriage, and to the venerable Queen. 
The Canon spoke of the deceased, his pure 
and blameless character, and his Bincere 
efforts to fit himself for the august place 
which he would have occupied. The Canon 
was loyal and touching, without being syco- 
phantic, and he was listened to with the 
closest attention. In the churches of Ire- 
land, also, the death of the Duke was a 
theme with nearly all the pastors. The 
Lord Lieutenant and Lady attended St. 
Patrick's, which was draped in mourning. 
This and the other Episcopal churches were 
more than usually thionged on account of 
the occasion. 

The Tenth hussars haTe been ordered to 
England to attend the funeral, the Duke of 
Clarence baring held the rank of captain in 
this regiment. Between the Duke and the 
other oflicers of tho regiment there existed 
a warm attachment, and he never lost an 
opportunity to mess with them when near 
the regiment, while they were always wel- 
come guests to the Duke. They speak of 
him in the highest terms, although they did 
not have a high estimate of his military 
ability. The regiment is known as the 
Princo of Wales' Own. The Duke was 
also honorary colonel of the Fourth regi- 
ment of cavulry of Bombay, k»own af 
Prince Albert Victor's Guards. The Prus- 
sian hussar regiment, called after Prince 
Blucher of Wahlstatt, of which the duke 
was an honorary officer, will, it is expected, 
bo represented at the funeral. 

The aged Duke of Cambridge, by request 
of llie Prince of Wales, will remain at 
Cannes, where lie is nursing liW health, iu- 
stoad of coming to tile funeral, Th« coflin 
containing the dead \ low re3t s in Sandring. 
Tiam church. No notice was given of the 
time of removal. At 10 o'clock, Friday 
night, the great doors opened, and the head 
servants appeared bearing the collin, which 
they solemnly carried to the church. The 
oflicers of the household accompanied the 
procession. The church was draped in 
mourning, and the candles threw a flicker- 
ing light on the scene. There was no cere- 
mony, the coffin being laid on a raised plat- 
form, on which it will remain until the re- 
moval to Windsor, Wednesday morning. 
Yesterday, the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, the surviving children, and the 
Duke of Fife ami the Princess of Teck at- 
tended a memorial service in the church.

LIVERPOOL AND MR. GLADSTONE. 

At a special meeting of tho Liverpool 
Town Council, on tho '21st ult., Mr. D. R. 
Holt moved that " The hono.nry freedom of 
tho city bo conferred on the Right. Hon. 
William Fwart Gladstone, M.P., a native 
of Liverpool, whose high position, length- 
ened and eminent public services, and 
admirable private life, endears him to his 
countrymen, and whoso greac natural 
abilities, cultivated by untiring undustry, 
and ornamented with profound learning, 
havo won for him a world-wide renown, 
which his fellow-citizens desire to recognize 
by conferring tho highest honor at their 
disposal." .Mr. Holt disclaimed any idea 
of making this a party move, as had been 
stated : and he complained that the Con- 
servative party had held aloof from it. Mr. 
Bowring, who seconded, also disclaimed 
any political object. Some Conservative 
members complained that their party had 
not been properly consulted in the matter. 
The motion, however, wus cordially sup- 
ported by Mr. E. Whitley, M.P., Mr. li. 
Forwood and others, who appealed to tho 
members of the Conservative party to rise 
above any narrow political prejudices on 
this occasion. Before coming to the vote, 
however, a considerable number of Conscr- 
servative members walked out of the 
Chamber, amid loud cries of "Shame." 
When the vote was taken, the Mayor said 
he was sorry to find there were only forty- 
two members present, and this did not 
form by one the necessary two-thirds of the 
whole Council to vote in favor of the motion, 
which, therefore, dropped.

"THE DOGS OF WAR." 

Indications Urn'. They may be UiiIoobciI Be- 
tween Caill and ttie U. 8. 

Washington, Jan. 18. — A war cloud now 
envelopes tho War and Navy Departments, 
a decided change having come over the of- 
ficials, who are less reticent. The events of 
the past few days have stirred them up, and 
the continued and persistent display of hos- 
tility by Chilians to the United States has 
changed the feeling of forbearance. On all 
bauds the feeling that war is approaching is 
expressed. A Hurry was caused in official 
circles by news of the receipt of a cable- 
gram from Commander Evans, "Fighting 
Bob," as he is known in the navy. The in- 
terenco of the Chilian government with the 
removal of the refugees was very properly 
resented by Fighting Bob, and the action 
of Secretary Tracy in giving out the com- 
mander's dispatch, with its spirited com- 
ments, is an evidence of the deep feeling 
now existing in the Cabinet. " If those 
fellows continue this sort of busi- 
ness," said a navy oflieer, " it 
wouldn't; surpriso any of tin to see 
Fighting Bob give them a touch of Ameri- 
can spit it in a form that would make a de- 
claration of war superfluous." Secretary 
Tracy said last night: "The Department 
will reply to Commmder Evans' cable to- 
morrow. The refugees must be taken to a 
place of safety. I am not prepared to say 
where they will be sent, or who will bo or- 
dered to t.ke them, but you can state that 
they will be promptly transferred to neutral 
territory on board a Uniied States vessel." 

Commodore R unsay, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, is very positive but extremely 
conservative. He said: "It looks war-like, 
this morning." Secretary Tracy's ollico, 
this morning, was a scene of bustling acti- 
vity. Bureau officers were coming and going 
all day. A number of contractors who are 
building Government vessels were in consul- 
tation with the Secretary. The Assistant 
Secretary • was with Secretary Tracy 
for some time, and at the close 
sent for a number of bureau chiefs and gave 
them instructions. Secretary Tracy sent 
word to the Press representatives that ho 
had not as sent a reply to Commander 
Evans na to the disposition of tho refugees 
on the Yofktown. Senor Montt, called at 
tho Siato Department to see Secretary 
Blaine, but be had not arrived, and Senor 
Montt, lifter waiting some time, went to 
Blaine's residence to see him.

Ulppolyte'a Agent Head. 

New York, iTnn. 17. — George Saylor, 
aged 55, of Port-au-Prince, was stricken 
with apoplexy at his lodgings, '2~> Sullivan 
street. Ho was sent hero by Hippolyto List 
July to purchase supplies. About the mid- 
dle of December ho received a check from 
liifl government and instructions to report at 
Port-au-Prince. Instead of obeying orders 
ke spent the money in having a good time, 
which contributed largely to his attack 
to-duy. 

English Anarchists in Purls. 

Pakis, Jan. 17.— An English anarchist 
named Thomas was arrested, to-day, for 
preaching his doctrines in the street. He 
attached himself, by means of a steel chain, 
to the top of a lampost, and the police had 
to file through the chain before they could 
take him into custody. 

Cardinal Manning's Memory. 

, London, Jan. 17. — Canon Farrar and the 
preachers of all denominations, to-diy, 
paid tributes in their sermons to tlje lato 
Cardinal Manning. The lino of people 
viewing tho remains was at one time a mile 
long. 

The Yew Khedive In Ejtynt. 

CAIRO, Jan. IS. — After oflicial notice of 
the accession of Abbas l'acha is given to 
the powers, the new Khedive will take a 
tour abroad, visiting Constantinople, Odes- 
sa, St. Petersburg, Vienna and Paris. 

Belirlng Sea .Negotiations. 

London, Jan. 17. — -The Times says the re- 
ports that there is a hitch in the Retiring 
Sea negotiations is entirely unfounded. Tho 
joint commission in Washington City will 
prepare a report embodying all the facts dis- 
closed by a spot examination, and any re- 
commendations upon which the British and 
American representatives agree. The whole 
work will probably occupy ten days. It is 
believed that Sweden, Switzerland and liel- 
gium will be asked to name an arbiter, but 
this point is not decided. None of the pow- 
ers concerned have signified an intention 
to depart from tho arrangements agreed 
upon. 

o' llrlcn Denounces Kedmand— Michael 
Davitt. 

Dublin, Jan. KS. — Win. O'Brien, M.P., 
the Macarthyite lender, has written a letter 
denouncing John Redmond, recently elected 
to parliament for Waterford in the Parnellite 
interest, for his wholesale abuse of himself 
(O'Brien) and his political associates. 
O'Brien suggests that the whole question of 
Redmond's and Ins own relations with the 
lute Mr. l'arnell should he submitted to 
arbitration, with the understanding that 
the one whom the decision adversely affects 
shall retire from public life. 

Michael Davitt is in London. He does 
not attach any importance to his defeat at 
Waterford, and seems, if anything, rather 
glad that John Redmond has regained his 
seat in parliament, presumably because 
that gentleman will make a pretty bad 
leader. Ho looks to tho general election to 
wipe out the Parnellites, and Redmond and 
his friends talk confidently of annihilating 
"the Anglo-Irish party " upon the same oc- 
casion. Davitt has found it necessary to 
vindicate his character by suing the Dublin 
Independent for libel. Tho National Press 
and the Independent are about to drag 
each other into the law courts for slander, 
libel and other things, and Ireland will en- 
joy or enjoy tho strange spectacle of Tim- 
othy Ifealy and John Redmond in their 
barristers' robes wrangling with and abusing 
each other before tho judges. Similar en- 
tertainment will bo afforded in Cork, Bel- 
fast, Waterford and other places where 
rival patriots are resorting to law. 

A Kiot ami lis Cause. 

Santa Ana, San Salvador, Jin. IS.— The 
scandalous conduct of a priest in the little 
village of Teacalco has resulted in two mur- 
ders, and the people there arc so excited 
that more bloodshed may be expected. In 
the village jail are .'10 prisoners awaiting 
trial for one of tho crimes. The prettiest 
girl in the village was recently betrothed to 
Adrain Garcia, and, pending arrangements 
for their marriage, the young man com- 
mended his lianco to tho care of the priest 
at a village church. The girl was betrayed 
by tho priest, anil she confessed to her 
lover, and, nn Thursday, Garcia shot the 
priest. Immediately uftcr, he surrendered 
himself to the village authorities and was 
locked up in jail. All religious people were 
aroused by the action of tho priest. They 
refused to believe the girl's story ami de- 
manded that Garcia be given over to them 
for summary punishment for murdering a 
priest. On Friday night, a mob sur- 
rounded tho jail for the purpose of securing 
Garcia. Tho officer refused to surrender 
the prisoner, whereupon the mob attacked 
the jail and literally tore the oliicer to 
pieces. Garcia escaped during the riot and 
is now in hiding. Thirty persons who were 
in the mob have been arrested and are in 
jail awaiting trial. 

The LnlcCnrdlnul Manning. 

London, r in. 18.— Not less than 50,000 
persons, yesterday, visited the body of Car- 
dinal Manning, lying in stale in the Cha- 
polle Ardentc, in tho Cardinal's house, at 
Westminster. Most of the visitors were 
■working people, and many of them testified 
by tears to their affection for the departed 
prelate, an affection, apparently, which had 
nothing to do with religion, as it was evi- 
dent that tho largo majority had come 
irrespective of religious faith. Among the 
visitors were lenders of nearly every trade 
organization in London, and they could bn 
heard expressing, in earnest tones, their 
appreciation of the dead Cardinal's services 
to the cause of labor. 

In most of the churches and chapels there 
was some mention of the Cardinal, as well 
as of the Duke. Archdeacon Farrar, in his 



sormon at Westminster Abbey, after a feel- 
ing allusion to tho death of the Duke of 
Clarence, spoko of tho lato Cardinal Man- 
ning as "that boloved Cardinal who did 
such noble sorvice to tho country and the 
church, who deserved so greatly tho grati- 
tude and respect of all Englishmen, and 
who took part in so great and generous 
schemes for tho benefit of laborers und tho 
poor." Chief Rabbi Nathan M. Adler al- 
luded in his services, Saturday, to the 
breadth and humanity of Cardinal Man- 
ning's mind, and especially to the cordial 
support of tho effort to obtain amelioration 
of the condition of the persecuted Hobrews 
of Russia. 



MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

Opening of tho Official Enquiry into tlio boss 
of the San Pedro. 

Along the Water Fkont, Jan. 18. 

Steamer Umatilla arrived in from San 
Francisco, at an early hour this morning, 
and discharged at the outer wharf about 111 
tons of freight, of which over IS tons are for 
Vancouver, and will likely be shipped over 
this morninc on the steamer Islander. The 
Umatilla, before returning to Victoria from 
the Sound ports, will call at Vancouver. 

Steamer Maude, Capt. Roberts, brought 
in a load of coal from Nanuimo, this morn- 
ing. 

Str. Wellington arrived at San Francisco, 
yesterday, from Departure Buy. 

Steamer Chinook brought in another load 
of potatoes, apples, etc., from Roche Har- 
bor, yesterday. She returned last evening. 

Steamer Maseotte has been busily engaged 
tending on tho wreck of the San Pedro, for 
tho last month or so. 

The Upton line's reliable steamship Bata- 
via is to pass up to Nanaiino from Portland, 
to-night, to take on coal. 

Schooner Annie E. Paint, Capt. Bissett, 
leaves oil her sealing cruise, to-morrow 
morning. 

Schooner Mascot was launched off Clark's 
ways, this morning, where she has been for 
the last three or four weeks, being thor- 
oughly renovated. She was towed to the 
upper part of the harbor by the steamer 
Falcon, where she will at once commence 
fitting out for the sealing business. 

Bail; Lizzie Bell, with a full cargo of gen- 
eral merchandise consigned to B. P. Rithet 
& Co., is now 112 days out from London, 
England, for Victoria. 

The hull of the new steamer building on 
Turpcl's ways for the K. & N. Co. is up 
and is partly sealed. The new schooner 
which has been built on tho ways will be 
launched on next Thursday evening. 

Tho new schooner which has been built 
on Clark's ways for Mr. Penny will be 
launched at the latter end of this week. 
Tho masts have been put in tho boat und 
nearly all the rigging is in position. 

Schooner Lottie, with a full cargo of farm 
produce for tho Brackman & Ivor Co., ar- 
rived in from Boundary Bay, to-day. 

Steamer Barbara Boscowitz is due from 
the north on Saturday next. 

Steamer Costa Rica passed up to Manai- 
mo, yesterday noon, to load coal for San 
Francisco. 

Bark Carlisle will sail from Esquimalt for 
London, England, in about one week. 

The ship Mary L. Burrill, now in the 
Royal Roads, expects to receive orders, to- 
night, to load lumber at the Hastings saw- 
mill. 

The ship Kathinka, 104 days from La 
Plata, and tho Norwegian bark Czar, 93 
days from Rio de Janeiro, and bound for 
the Hastings sawmill, where she will load 
lumber, were towed into the Royal Roads, 
this morning, by the American tug Tacoma, 
which picked them up outside Capo Flat- 
tery. Both vessels are in ballast. 

Captain H. G. Lewis, having in a mea- 
sure recovered his health, the oflicial en- 
quiry asked for by the Board of Trade into 
tho I033 of the San Pedro, on Brotehie 
ledge, was opened, yesterday, before Cap- 
tains Lewis and Gaudin, and Mr. Robert 
Ward as the representative of the Board of 
Trade. Captain Hewitt and Pilot Chris- 
tiansen, who were both on the bridge at 
the time the ship struck, were examined at 
length, as was also First Officer Lewis, the 
evidence going to show that on the night of 
the disaster the atmosphere, while clear, 
was very deceptive, the shore line appear- 
ing much further off than it must really 
have been. The pilot was in charge at the 
time of the accident, and he owns himself 
unable to explain how the ship got in so 
close.
